Dems to Meet

State law provides for the financing of sewer, 
water and road improvement projects by “special 
assessment”. 

Special assessment means an assessment against 
real propérty calculated on a benefit or ad valorem 
(according to vaiué) basis. The Crawford County Road 
Commission on Friday, September 3rd conducted a 
public hearing regarding the improvement of Whirl- 
pool, Headquarters and Richardson roads and also an 
unnamed road running south of Richardson road. This 
project will consist of grade and gravel. The hearing 
was attended by 22 property owners. 

The project was developed as the result of a 
petition received by the township board in August of 
1975. The township road improvement policy requires 
that 25% of the project cost be raised through the 
special assessment process. A show of hands at the 
conclusion of the hearing indicated that 19 were in 
favor of the project and 3 were opposed. Unless a 
petition is filed with the road commission within 45 
days opposing the project it will proceed with some 
construction yet this fall. 

In addition to special assessments for roads which 
the township has used for many years we are presently 
studying the need for sanitary sewers in the more 
heavily populated areas of the township. This program 
if approved will also involve special assessments. 

Most people and in particular, senior citizens, are 
familiar with the amendment to the Michigan Income 
Tax Act which provided property tax relief. Under this 
act special assessmenis are not eligibie for refund. 

The Michigan Legislature passed act 225, Public

ACIS Gi i870 io deier ihe collection of special 
assessments on Homestead properties. The payment 
of special assessments assessed and due and payable 
on a Homestead in any year in which the owner meets 
all the terms and conditions of this act shall be 
deferred until 1 year after the owner's death, subject to 
further order by the Probate Court or until the 
Homestead or any pari inereof is corveyed or trans- 
ferred to another or a contract to sell Is entered into. 
Special assessments deferred hereunder may be paid 
in full at any time. 

To be eligible for the deferment the owner shall 
have attained the age of 65 years, shall be a citizen of 
the United States, shall have been a resident of this 
state for 5 or more years and shall tlave been the sole 
owner of the Homestead for 5 or more years. The owner 
and the owner's spouse shall not have received during 
the past calendar year household income, as defined in 
Act 281 of the Public Acts of 1967, in excess of 
$6,000.00. The annual installment of the special 
assessment shall not be less than $50.00 or the gross 
amount shall not be less than $300.00. 

An owner may apply to the local assessing officer 
for deferment. The application shall be made on forms 
to be furnished by the Michigan Department of 
Management and Budget. Determination of eligibility. 
shall be made by the local assessing officer and shall 
be final except as otherwise provided pursuant to the 
Constitution. 

The Michigan Department of Management and 
Budget shall pay the entire balance owing of the 
special assessment of an applicant who qualifies under 
this act. Use of this act for deferment of special! 
assessment will result in a lien against the property.

Consider AuSable for Wild and Scenic River System

Directors of the AuSable River System Property 
Owners Association recently met at the Shoppenagon 
Motor Hotel in Grayling and heard a report of the study 
being made of the AuSable River to determine if it 
qualifies for inclusion in the National Wild and Scenic 
Rivers System. . 

Carl F. Gebhardt of the United States Forest 
Service explained that the Act seeks to preserve 
selected rivers and future management would 
emphasize preservation of those values for which it 
was originally selected. 

His report will be in the form of a recommendation 
and the Congress must then pass the required 
legislation. . 

Mr. Gebhardt was unable to answer some of the 
many questions put to him, mainly because his study 
has not been completed. He stated that he would 


welcome a return engagement as public involvement 
will be sought. Interested persons may contact the 
Forest Supervisor, 421 South Mitchell, Cadillac, 
Michigan 49601.

Bond Seminar 
Well Attended 


LANSING—Delays in getting 
proposed municipal bond issues 
approved by the required state 
agencies holds up the sale of 
the bonds and results in in- 
creased costs to the local com- 
munity, officiais and residenis 
from several northern Michigan 
counties recently told the Sen- 
ate Select Committee on Muni- 
cipal Finance. 

The Committee, chaired by 
State Senator Patrick H. Mc- 
Collough (D-Oearborn), met in 
Traverse City with persons from 
isabelia, Wexford, Mecosta, Os- 


eagls are 
cecls, Clars, 


Manistee, Missaukee, Roscom- 
mon, Crawford, Kalkaska, Ben- 
zie, ‘Grand Traverse and Lee- 
lanau counties to discuss the 
problems of municipal bonding. 

It was one of several fact- 
finding seminars on municipal 
bonding that the Committee is 
conducting - throughout the 
state. 

“What we learned at Traverse 
City has substantiated the 
Committee's preliminary belief 
that municipal bonding is an 
increasingly complex and diffi- 
cult area,” McCollough said. 

“Many of the ofticials and 
citizens who attended the pub- 
lic meeting told us that, in 
addition to getting the proposed 
bond issue through the required 
State agencies is a reasonable 
time period, they also are 
experiencing other difficulties.” 

“For example," McCollough 
said, “smaller communities that 
do not have a controiter an their 
staff frequentiy face the in- 
creased cost of having to hire 
speciai consuitants to help 
them in preparing the bond 
issue for sale. 7 

“And many communities also 
have a problem with getting the 
proper bond counsel for some 
of the smailer issues.” 

McCollough said the federal 
government is in the process of 
establishing guidelines for mu- 
nicipal bonding that could 
affect -the states and local 
communities, 

“Several persons who spoke 
before the Committee said they 
felt it wouid be very helpful if a 
guidebook could be devised 
that would assist them in 
following the timely steps re- 
quired to prepare a bond issue 
for sale," he added. 

According to McCollough, af- 
ter the Committee completes its 
series of public seminars it will 
be in a good position to assess 
the status of municipal bonding 
in Michigan and to foiiow-up on 
the necessary recommendations 
for improvement. 

“We feel that the key to the 
excellent in-put we have been 
receiving at these meetings is 
the fact that we have been 
conducting them throughout 
the state,” the Senator said. 

“Many of the officials who 
attended the meeting in Tra- 
verse City told us they appre- 
ciated having it in their area 
instead of having to travel all 
the way to Lansing.”

The Rev. Walter Dawson, 
Vicar of St. Francis’ Episcopal 
Church here in Grayling is 
taking a week of his vacation 
and attending as an observer, 
the Church's National General 


Convention in Minneapolis, 

Minnesota. 
Tite teasun for the visit is to 
be there at a time when some 
ions will be

€ 
very crucial decis 
made that will affect the future 
tife of the Church. Many issues 
will be confronted during the 
two week convention which 
runs from September i7th-26th. 
The ordination of women to 
the Priesthood is the most 
“mind-boggling” issue to be 
faced by the denomination 
which is iraditionaily Known fur 
its catholic emphasis. Other 
important issues include prio- 
rities for missionary work a- 
round the world, the funding of 
theological seminaries. money 
for Indian Work and World 
Hunger and permission tor con- 
tinuing ecumenical dialogues 
with Roman Catholic, Orthodox 
and certain Protestant church- 
es. 

The most divisive issue to 
face the Convention involves 
the Liturgical (Worship) Com- 
mission in tne Church and their 
proposal that significant chang- 
es be made in the Church's 
book of worship, known to 
Episcopalians as “The Book of 
Common Prayer.” After ten 
years of trial and experimental 
worship. the Commission is 
asking convention delegates to 
approve what are essentially 
new, more flexible forms of 
worship. The church body as a 
whoie appears equally divided 
pro and con as io whether these 
changes should be made. It is 
an emotional issue for all who 
are involved. 

The Presiding Rishop. head 
of the church in America. the 
Rt. Rev. John Allin, in response 
to the possible rifts in the 
church that may occur over ine 
ordination of women and Prayer 
Book issues. has asked each 
individual parish church to pray 
daily for the convention and for 
the unity of the church as a 
whole. It is a firm belief that 
prayer can open the hearts of 
men and will allow God's spirit 
to work thraugh them. Beneath 
the diversity, God's spirit of 
love can bring a deeper unity. 

Also atiending tne General 
Convention will be the Rt. Rev. 
Donald Coggan, Archbishop of 
Canterbury. spiritual leader of 
40 million Anglicans worldwide. 
a Communion of which the 
American Episcopal Church is a 
part. On Sunday, September 
19th, he will celebrate Com- 
inunion for those who have 
come from all over the country 
io be in attendance. Fr. Wait is 
excited about going. “For me,” 
he says, “it is an opportunity to 
be involved. to be near the 
decision making in the Church. 
The excitement and energy of 
the process is passed from one 
to another and there is a dis- 
covery, a feeling of spiritual 
power that comes when a group 
of this magnitude gathers to- 
gether and shares Christ's love.”

Candidates create 
colorful commentary 


Political campaigns always produce 
some interesting commentary both 
from participants and from observers 
and 1976 is no exception. 

Some of the interesting quotations 
get widespread publicity — such as 
Lester Maddox's announcement that he 
would install a new item on the menu of 
his Georgia restaurant. The new “Jimmy 
Carter sandwich,” Carter antagonist 
Maddox explained, would be “a little 
peanut butter and a whole lot of 
baloney.” 

The Maddox quote rightfully achleved 
widespread attention; but many other 
political quotations, — some profound, 
some not — which in my view deserve 
wider exposure, have been slighted. 

With Carter as a candidate, and 
peanuts as his vocation, the combina- 
tion crops up considerably in salty 
political quotes these days. For ex- 
ample, an unnamed “image maker” for 
Carter was quoted by one national 
newspaper after Carter's nomination to 
the effect that Carter now would 
“appear more presidential.” He explain- 
ed further: 

“We won't change the basics, but 
there will be more blue suits and less 
peanut farmer.”

Anti-war activist Tom Hayden receiv- 
ed much attention in his bid to knock 
off Democratic Sen. John Tunney in 
ney won handily, but that didn't seem to 
faze Jane Fonda's husband. According 
to one newspaper article: 

“Hayden declared himself senator for 
the more than one million Californians 
who vated for him.” 

Maybe Hayden has something; it’s a 
whole new approach to elections ... sort 
of an extension of proportional repre- 
sentation.

Then there’s Eugene McCarthy, run- 
ning again for President as an inde- 
pendent. On a recent visit to Michigan, 
McCarthy was quoted: 

“Up until this time, both parties seem 
to be trying to elect a president of the 
Confederacy. We think we ought to let 
the rest of the country in.” 

Other presidential candidates join our 
neglected quotation list, too. 

Harold Stassen, for example, tried 
again this year for the Republican 
He missed again, too.

“Of course | recognize the ridicute 
and humor. I’ve had that all through my 
life. 'm accustomed as anyone in public 
life has to be to ridicule, and you have 
to enjoy the humor with these who 
propound it.” 

Then there’s another Michigan presi- 
dential candidate, one Ivan Blomberg of 
Burt Lake, who is an official candidate 
running on the Commandments Party 
ticket.

More localized races have produced 
thought-provoking comments, too. The 
campaign attitude attributed to tool and 
die maker Henry Shemanski, who was 
one of a potfu! of candidates running for 
the Wayne County Board of Commis- 
sioners in the August primary, was 
forthright. Explained Snemanski: 

“l realize that !am not highly qualified 
for a political office, but who the hell is? 
He fost. 

Another loser in the August primary 
was Thomas Brennan, former Michigan 
supreme court justice, who ran for the 
Republican nomination for U.S. Senate. 
In analyzing his defeat, Brennan ex- 
plained: 

“| think | presented my candidacy as 
honestly as | can and | presented my 
views as honestly as | can. | have to 
recognize the fact that my point of view 
is not the majority point of view.” 

An understatement, perhaps, but a 
pragmatic one. 

The prize for the understatement in 
this election year so far, in my opinion, 
goes to Arthur Kelsey, who won big ina 
three-way race for the Republican nomi- 
nation for sheriff in Eaton County. 

Just one week before the primary, 
Kelsey’s two primary opponents — the 
incumbent sheriff and a former detec- 
tive in the department — both were 
indicted by a cttizens grand iury in 
Eaton County on charges they mis- 
handled their duties in a 1971 murder 
case. 

When asked for comment, Kelsey, a 
former state trooper, responded: 

“7 think Monday's announcement (of 
the indictments) helped my chances.” 

Yeah.

Life was fuvugiy 


As the sloop Felicity sailed 
Lake Michigan in the autumn of 
1779, for example, its crew 
found inhabitants only at the 
gites ol ercsont-davi 
Wisconsin, and Muskeg 
chigan. 

At Muskegon, according to 
the log kept by pilot Samuel 
Robertson on the journey, visit- 
ors to the Felicity included a 
“negro and 3 indeans.” At 
Milwaukee the party that was 
sent aShore returned to the ship 
with “3 indeans and a french 
man who lives at Millwakey, 
named Morong.” Robertson al- 
s0 mentions a conversation 
with Morong’s uncie, a Mon- 
sieur St. Pier, during the stop 
on the west shore of the lake. 

Robertson does not tell of 
encountering other humans on 
the voyage. despite several 
additional stops. He sent a boat 
about 18 miles up Grand River 
in what is now Michigan, 
looking for Indians, but found 
none. Farther down the eastern 
shore of the lake at the mouth of 
the Kalamazoo River the crew of 
the Felicity fired a gun but 
heard no return signal and saw 
ne sign of life there. 

The Felicity left Michilimack- 
inact ai the tip of Michigan's 
lower peninsula at 10 a.m. on 
Thursday, Oct. 21, and by 
sunset was a few miles from 
Beaver Island. On Friday and 
Saturday stormy weather and 
snow were encountered. A boat 
was sent to shore for firewood 
on Saturday and again on the 
following Tuesday. That day 
Roberisun and another officer 
named Gautly hunted on Mani- 
tou Island but saw no game, 

The Sleeping Bear sand dunes 
of northwestern lower Michigan 
were passed on Wednesday, 
Oct. 27, and in Friday's log 
entry Robertson reported, “We 
stocd in shoar abrest of the 
River Mauhesty (Manistee) and 


tak'd abaout a Icague from 
shoar.” 
At noon on Sunday the 


Felicity sailed past Little Point 
Sable near present-day Silver 
Lake Siate Park in Michigan and 
continued on down the coast to 
the Muskegon River where 
Robertson “sent Mr. Gautly 
with the 2 french men on shoar. 
tordered him to fetch the negro 
on board & also any indean that 
might be there; at 5 this night 
Mr. Gautly cam on board with 
the negro & 3 indeans; one of 
the indeans being a chief at 
Albacroixs (L'Abre Croche, now 
Cross Village, Michigan) named 
Lafie du fableu, they give us a 
present of what venisson they 
had in return for which we, give 
them two bolttels of rum and a 
pice of tobaco with a pice of

After inquiring whether there 
had been any news concerning 
ING Amel can 1ebeis did geiiifig 
a negative response, Robertson 
ordered the sails hoisted and 
the Felicity continued its jour- 
ney to the mouth of the Grand 
River (present-day Grand Haven, 
Michigan}, Here he intended to 
pick up corn that had been 
stored at a point about 60 miles 
upstream. Gautly and three 
sailors were instructed to take a 
boat 12 miles up the river to the 
firsi indian village on the stream 
in an effort to obtain canoes to 
bring down the corn. On the 
following day — Monday, Nov. 
1 — the men returned ana 
reported that they could find no 
Indians though they had gone 
18 miles up the Grand. 

“Therefore,” Robertson wrote 
in the fog, “saw it was truth 
which the indeans at Mishigon 
(Muskegon) had told us that 
they had all left the lake side 
upon account of some distemp- 
er of which a great many had 
died; the negro at the River 
Mishigon also told me that none 
of the tradders had yett passd 
for the Grand River nor the 
Kikanamago - (Kalamazoo). i 
therefore determined to gett out 
of the river as soon as possible 
the season looking like winter 
with showers of snow and 
squals of wind from the Nw,” 

Reaching the point at which 
the Kalamazoo tiows into the 
lake at 11 a.m. the next day, 
Robertson's crew “hauld down 
the Main sail and lay too with 
the jibb, and fired a swivell; in 
the span of half an hour we 
fixed 3 swivels but saw no sign 
of any smoak or any person on 
the shoar although we was not 
above a quarter of a mile from 
the rivers mouth. | waited about 
an hour." 

The Felicity reached Milwau- 
kee early on the morning cf 
Thursday, Nov. 4, Robertson 
reported. Gautly and four men 
went ashore in a boat at 8 a.m., 
returning at 2 p.m. with the 
Frenchman, Morang, and three 
Indians. Robertson wrote that 
Monsieur St. Pier (Morong's 
uncle) “also told us that Saga- 
nac had received a belt from the 
rebels desiring him to do his 
endeavour to keep all the other 
indeans from going te ware 
upon either side, but Chambo- 
lee said that they had deceived
